WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.-—R etire 
ment from the army of Major Gen­ 
eral James G. Harbord, deputy chief

war, to accept the presidency of the 
Radio Corporation of America, was 
announced 
today 
by 
Secretary 
Weeks. He will be succeeded iii 
Washington by Major General John 
L. Hines, now comcanding the eight 
corps area. 
General Harbord’s retirement be­ 
comes effective December 29, and he 
will take up his new duties January 
I. He had been seleted to succeed 
General Perishing as chief of state 
on the latter’s retirement and Sec­ 
retary Weeks said in his formal an­ 
nouncement that the loss to the ac­ 
tive forces of the army * through 
General Harbord’s separation from 
the service cannot be “adequately 
expressed.” 
“We have not in our military 
service or in our government ser­ 
vice in any capacity a man of high­ 
er quality or one who has inspired 
in others a greater degree of confi­ 
dence,” said the war secretary. “The 
business he will enter is in its in­ 
fancy and it will offer a full scope 
for his abilities. That he will prove 
himself a great leader in industrial 
and commercial affaire seems as cer­ 
tain to me as his great leadership 
in military activities. I have an a- 
cute sense of personal loss on his 
going. His ability and loyalty have 
been of vital importance to me in 
administering the affairs of the war 
department.” 
In his letter to Secretary Weeks 
ftpnlying 
for 
retirement General 
Harbord pointed out that he had 
been on active service for 33 years, 
“having enlisted 
on January IO, 
1889, with continued service since 
enlistment, over 16 years of such 
service being abroad.” 
General Harbord has had offers 
of the radio corporation under con­ 
sideration for almost a year. His 
acceptance was opposed by Secre­ 
tary Weeks and other offiials al­ 
luding General Perishing.
